PROPOSAL FOR A: 


WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY — EPNNES 
JOINT VENTURE 


For the University and EPNNES to find a way to create a numismatic museum and study center 
on the University Campus could be a great accomplishment. The space needed is only about 
2000 square feet. The public should have access to it during reasonable hours and under 
reasonable rules. There would be no admission charge. 


EPNNES would agree to an arrangement with the University to permit the museum operation, 
etc. to function as a joint venture as long as the University desires it and with the right of the 
University to withdraw after reasonable notice. EPNNES would be committed indefinitely. 


The EPNNES collection including its library shall remain the property of EPNNES. The display 
cases and other personal property shall be furnished or built by EPNNES and remain the 
property of EPNNES. A curator subject to joint control shall be furnished by EPNNES. The 
University shall furnish the space, utilities, security and use of common area facilities. The 
University may make such rules as it deems necessary and may use the facility for instruction. 
meetings and events. 


EPNNES shall establish a fund for One Million Dollars ($1,000,000) to pay for its display cases, 
moveable fixtures and supplies, interior decoration and a fund for paying the salary of curator. 
The items in the EPNNES collection not on display shall be in security vaults or safekeeping 
places elsewhere and will be provided by EPNNES. 


EPNNES has an open mind as to many details of such an arrangement because to make such 
a joint venture a success, enthusiasm and devotion is required from both parties.
